REMARKS 



I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1, 3 and 34-55 are pending. Claims 47 and 48 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, second paragraph and claims 1 and 3 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102. The specific 
grounds for rejection, and applicants' response thereto, are set out in detail below. 

II. Amended Specification 

Applicants filed a sequence amendment on May 26, 2005(copy attached), wherein the 
sequences in Tables 8A and 8B have been identified using sequence identifiers. 

III. Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. §112, Second Paraeraph 

Claims 47 and 48 are rejected under the second paragraph of §112. Applicant has now 
canceled both of those claims. 

IV. Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. $102 

Claims 1 and 3 stand rejected as anticipated by Larrick et al (U.S. Patent 5,618,675). 
Applicants have canceled SEQ ID NO:24 from the claims. It is believed that the amendment 
overcomes the rejection.

It is believed that the amendment 
overcomes the rejection.
